THE ASSEMBLY. 

People who read the Calgary Herald last 
fall during the session of the Northwest le- 
gislature and who took the trouble to note its 
remarks on the chief question then before the 
assembly, will be surprised to see by its issue 
of April lst that it now concurs in the views 
which it then denounced the members of the 
assembly for holding. The Herald says that 
the people of the Territories, that is tu say 
the editor of the Herald, will favor parlia- 
ment granting alump sum for maintenance 
of certain services, this vote not to lapse at 
theend of the fiscal year and to be an annual 
fixed sum for say three years, to be subject 
to the vote of the Northwest legislature, and 
to be applicable for such services as the 
following for instance: Schools, roads and 
bridges, clerical assistance, salaries of court 
house caretakers, printing and advertising, 
hospitals, maintenance insane, immigration, 
legal expenses, library, waintenance of bor- 
ing machines, etc. They will expect that 
the sum so voted to the Territorial legisla- 
ture shall allow of educatio al expenditures 
being not less liberal than they are at pre- 
bent,” and much more to the same effect. 
The Herald is to be congratulated on its 
Change of views, and the Territories are to 
be congratulated that the Herald has seen 
fit to take the right side for once; not that 
its influence would makeany difference either 
one way or the other, but because its re- 
treat from the position which it so frantically 
defended last fall shows that in chis case the 
tail does not wag the dog—that sound pub 
lia opinion in the Territories is so strong 
that even the Herald, frantic and foolish 
though it may be, is still compelled to sub- 
mit itself to that opinion on important public 
questions. The question upon whicn the 
Herald, Regina Leader and Prince Albert 
Times took issue with the majority of the 
assembly was as to the responsibility of the 
members for the management of the 
publie funds, The majority claimed 
that responsibility, the minority denied 
it and were supported in their course 
by the papers above mentioned, not with 
argument, forthe case did not admit of it, 
but with abuse of their opponents; as though 
that would have any effect on a right minded 
public. The Herald now addresses parlia- 
ment on the subject, taking the side that it 
then opposed, While it is very proper that 
parliament should be duly informed by the 
public press as welias by the Northwest 
members of parliament asto what the re- 
quirements ofthe Territories are in this 
matter, it is in Regina, by the members of 
the Territorial assembly, that the case for 
the Territories must be made out. If the 
Canadian government desires to revise the 
present system of local government in the 
Northwest so as to bring it more nearly in 
accord with the requirements of the country 
and the wishes of the people, it can best find 
out what those requirements and wishes are 

by consulting the aceredited representatives 
of the people in the lovalassembly, It may 
take up the case as it stood at the last sea 
sion of the late assembiy and deal with it on 
that basis; but will be far more likely to wait 
for the new assembly, which will be elected 
this summer, to come inte existence before 
undertaking to handle it. That assembly 
will be fresh fromthe people and will more 
truly and fully represent public opinion on 
this question in its latest phases than the 
late assembly. An agreement arrived at 
with it will be likely to be permanently and 
generally satisfactory, ana therefore is most 
likely to be entered into 

If the Herald really desires what it so carn. 
estly professes,namely that the local exacoutive 
should be responsible to the people's repre 
sentatives it will best seoure that end by cx 
erting itself tore cloet the tien whoin the late 
assembly took a firm stand for popular 
rights, and who therefore can best be de 
pended upor to maintain those nights i 
tee Mou are fe clotted the Ottawa go. on 


ment wil! understand very clearly that the 
people of the Territories endorse their course 
and will therefore know the nature of the 
legislation that will be required to meet their 
views. If they are defeated, no matter 
though by men holding precisely the same 
views, it would be regarded and treated as a 
defeat of the principle of legislative control 
of the public funds for which they chiefly 


contended. The Herald is fond of shooting 
at long range. Giving directions as to what 


the parliament at Ottawa should dois a cheap 
way of showing sympathy with popular 
rights. If it expects to receive credit for 
taking the popular,and ultimately victorious 
side, letit enter the fight in a manly way, 
turn its guns on the people of Calgary and 
help to secure the re-election to the assembly 
of Calgary’s two representatives who can be 
depended upon to stay with the people’s 
rights.
